The Challenger Insists That He Is the Peer of

Cincinnati, Dec. 31.—James J. Corbett 


yesterday srave to The Times-Star for 
publication his challenge to fight Robert 
J. Fitzsimmons, as follows: 


"Robert J. Fitasimmons, champion of 


the world—Tour published declaration, 
'Mr. FitzsimmoTis, that you Intend re- 
entering the nng pleaees me more than 
I can at present express to you, for I 
,lmow that the public esteem is to be the 
onily candidate for the honors you thus 
place within reach. I am sorry, how- 
ever, to note that in wording this declara- 
tion you give me the impression that 
since we last met you have become un- 
v.is-ely forgetful. For instance, you say 
that before I can claim a return match 
with you I must prove myself to be 
worthy of it. You certainly intended 
this as a joke, for no one m the world 
knows my ability better than yourself. 
You can not so soon have forgotten your 
remark to mo at Carson, just after the 
battle. '.Tim,' you said in your simple, 
earnest way, 'I'll never fight again 
You've given me a bloody good licking.' 
You, the winner, uttered these words 
with face and body so battered as to leave 
no doubt of your sincerity, while I, the 
jloser, listened with never a bruise 01 
scratch from head to foot, which could 
Contradict you. 


"Is this consistent with you now re- 


questing me to prove myself to be a 
worthy opponent? You will flnd tne 
confidence of the public in my ability to 
entertain you still unshaken. You will 
find that the public will insist upon your 
recognizing my claim that you must 
meet me again. But surely you have 
been misrepresented. I refuse to credit 
you with the lame memory, broken Judg- 
ment, poor taste and entire untruthful- 
ness Which the printed remarks alleged 
to have been made by you would imply. 
I prefer to think that those who have 
entered the ring with.me were men, hon- 
est, brave and incapable of the vulgar, 
lying and cowardly language in which 
the newspaper version of your remarks 
was couched. However well I know that 
the great journals try to be and unusual- 
ly are accurate to the letter In report- 
Ing utterances made by Important men 
upon importamt subjects, I prefer to be- 
lieve that in this case a grave error hc.s 
been made somehow, somewhere and 
for a purpose not worthy of one who 
wishes to be considered above contempt. 


"What the public expects from me is to 


maintain the manly dignity of the ring, 
and not be a. brawler nor a shifty evader

This Is all I have to 
pay. 


"But this is what I p,ropose to do: The

$1000 in token of my pleasure. Upon the 
completion of the 10th round, If you are 
still undefeated, I will give you a thi^ • 
$J 000 as a souvenir off my surprise, tlpon 
defeating you, no matter in -what round, 
I will give you $2000 more as a reminder 
that I am not an ungenerous foe. On the 
other hand, s-.auld you again defeat me, 
I promise, if still able to move, to place 
my hat upon my head and then, removing 
it m your honor, to proclaim you, in, 
frank an<3 unmistakable terms, to be my 
superior, anc state ttiat I then.and there 
.quit foreve»- all possible claim to the 
championship of the world.

MORE MILLS FOLLOW. 


New Bedford Mills Forced Into 


the Fall River Reduc= 


tion of Wages. 


New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 31.—The mill 


treasurer's of this place held secret meet- 
Ings last night and this mornlnr. and an- 
nounced at the close of the conference 
that wages would be cut. 
Notices were 


posted this afternoon stating tbat wages 
would be < a. 10 per cent. This cut will 
'ake effect January 17. It applies to all 
salaries in all the mills. 


It has been generally conceded ever 


since the stand taken by the Fall River 
manufacturers that New Bedford would 
be forced Into line. 
Jjocal men have 


been slow to action, and some of them 
have expressed their reluctance in mak- 
ing a cut at this time There is no doubt, 
however, that they will be unable to 
compete with the Pall River mills on the 
same lines of goods, and the only alter- 
native left for them will be a like re- 
duction in wages. 
They do not feel 


the effect of southern competition, they 
declare, as it is fait in Fall Eiver, but 
with the reduction there, it will be use- 
less for them to put certain lines of goods 
Into the same market, with the present 
scale of wages existing here. 


Consequent upon this discussion is 


the speculation on the attitude of the 
help in event of a reduction. 
Some 


of the more prominent operatives say 
the help will resent a cut-down, while 
others declare that New Bedford will 
do exactly as those in Fall River have 
decided to do. In other years the course 
of the Fall River operatives has been the 
guide of policy of the mill help here. 


Forced to Fall frnto Ltiio. 


Providence, Dec. 31.—That Rhode 


Island cotton mills.will cut wages is now 
assured. 
A very prominent 
cotton 


manufacturer so stated last night. He 
said that there was nothing left for the 
manufacturers to do, and that action 
would be taken in a few days. This 
move has been foreshadowed for some 
days. If Fall River was alone in the 
cutdowra it is not likely that there would 
'be a reduction in this state, but with the 
(factories all over New England cutting 
wages, Rhode Island is necessarily 
forced to fall into line. 


Nothing definite could be learned re- 


garding the probabte'actlon 0£ Rhode 
Island owners of Connectuct mills, but 
it is to be presumed that Che policy of 
the Rhc.de Island mills will be adopted 
by the Connecticut mills.

The 
exact amount of reduction is not fixed 
yet but will be on the same line PS in 
other cities. The cut will affect about 
7000 operatives. This virtually means a 
general reduction in Bbode Island and 
Connecticut. 


I*ojlpo»ing the Inevitable. 


Ho.verh.lll, Mass., Dee. 31.—Charles E. 


Wiigginv formerly president of the Haver- 
hill Savings bank, but now a resident of 
Augusta, Oa., is here.

In all save the Mule 
Spinners' association the sentiment, 
v.-hile marked by a stronger strike feel- 
ing than th-e leaders had boen led to ex- 
pect, was in favor of accepting the re- 
duction for the present. The spinners 
were red hpt for strike, and had a vote 
been taken they would have voted to 
leave their mules by an overwhelming 
^majority. The feeling was so strong 
that they postponed action to another 
(meeting. The leaders found that it was 
dangerous to attempt to urge too strong- 
ly the acceptance of tlhe conference com- 
mitteefs resolution, and after a heated 
discussion they decided upon a post- 
ponement of action to Saturday after- 
noon.

For these rooms the 
parents pay 5s. 6d. a week, and that 
sum includes the lighting, heating and 
cleaning of them. Clean linen is sup- 
plied once a week. In the home, also, 
there are dining, recreation and nursery 
rooms. The children are looked after 
and cared for while the parents are at 
work tor an infinitesimal sum. 
The 


cooking, washing and bathing arrange- 
ments are excellent, and as the thing ia 
done on a large scale and economically 
arranged tbe establishment is expected 
to pay for itself. Glasgow benevolence 
IB nothing if not practical, and this new 
borne- seems a most admirable institu- 
tion.—St. James Gazetta

At these conferences, which began 


in the :nornjng and continued Into the 
night, ths Democrats were asked to state 
|u=;t how many of their members they 
cnuld count upon in the proposed fuslotu 
It is understood that it \va-s stated seven 
Democratic members had refused posi- 
tively to vote for anyone except a 
Democrat for United States senator, not 
even for a free sliver Republican. It Is 
also unctersl ood that the number of 
Demctera.ts.vho will/oppose a fusion nmy 
li» increased to 10 or 15. It developed 
that almost the entire Democratic vote of 
the legislature will be required on a 
fusion to defeat Senator Hanna, and the 
Democratic leaders are not willing to 
™ter into any arrangement which may 
fail of sucress, as it would expose the 
iparty to ridicule. It was at once da- 
termlned to summon all the Democrat.o 
members to Columbus, and telegrams 
were sent to all requesting them to re- 
port Friday afternoon without fail for a 
conference. Whether the plans for a 
fusion wild! be pushed, o,rsom&ctherplan 
be adopted by Mr. Kurtz probably will 
be determined by this conference.

wrote Keats, and though the statement 
sounds at first thought a dangerously 
sweeping one ».!iere is no doubt that if 
he had been called upon to argue tho 
point ho would havo successfully main- 
tained his tkosis. Regarded subjective- 
ly, the poetry of earth, or, in other 
words, tbe quality which makes for 
poetry iu external nature, is that power 
In nature which moves us by sugges- 
tion, which excites in ns emotion, im- 
agination or poignant association, which 
plays upon the tense strings of our sym- 
pathies with the fingers of memory or 
desire. This power may reside not ICES 
in a bleak pasture lot than iu a paru- 
disal close of bloom and verdure, not 
less in a roadside thistle patch than in 
a peak that soars into the sunset. It 
•works through sheer beauty or sheer 
sublimity, but it may work with equal 
effect through austerity or reticence or 
limitation or change. It may use the 
most common scenes, the most familiar 
facts and forms, as the vehicle of its 
most penetrating and most illuminating 
message. 
It is apt to make the drop of 


dew ou a grass blade as significant as 
the starred sphere of the sky. 


Merely descriptive poetry is not very 


far removed from tbe work of tho re- 
porter and the photographer. 
Lacking 


the selective quality of creative art, it 
is in reality little more than a represen- 
tation of some of the raw materials of 
poetry. It leaves the reader unmoved, be- 
cause little emotion has gone to its 
making.—Charles G. D. Koberts in 
.Forum.

The last timo I saw Dickeus was in 


1868, at tho funeral of William Make- 
peace Thackoray, to which I accom- 
panied my father.

On getting out at the railway sta- 
tion we encountered Georga Cruiksbank, 
with whom in early life Thackoray had 
studied etching and whose illustrations 
were a feature of Dickens' earlier woilts. 
Cruikshauk was then iu his seventieth 
year. He walked with us to Kensal 
Green cemetery, and 
tho day being 


warm I carried his overcoat. 


The great temperance artist was as 


quaint and odd iu mariner and appear- 
ance as any of his own caricatures. 
George, as his intimates called him, 
possessed histrionic tastes and used to 
appear as Macbeth and in other Shake- 
spearean characters at Saddler's Wells. 
He was associated with Dickeus, t30, in 
the amateur performances iu connection 
with the promotion of the Guild of Lit- 
erature and Art. Cruikshank was also a 
volunteer officer, and on the occasion of 
gome review a comic bard wrote in al- 
lusion to his temperance proclivities 
lines •which I still recall: 


Fancy Cruikshank, if you please, 
On a horse with groggy knees!

As there was very little regulation of 
the street traffic; of London in those 
day,1-, if the bus was filled up at tturt- 
iug it went like a fire engine in order 
to get iu an extru journey but otlicr- 
wi&o it crawled and pottered about till 
tho requisite number was obtained. 


Each omnibus was licensed only for 


a particular route. 
It paid tho stage- 


coach duty of £5 when first started and 
a shilling a year for keeping the license 
in force, besides a mileage duty, varying 
with the number of passengers it would 
hold, but coming to about threepence 
per mile on the average.—Gentleman's 
Magazine.

Atcibiades was an excellent represent- 


Itive of the young Athenians of bis 
time. He was witty, eloquent, full of 
generous impulses, luxurious, unscrupu- 
lous and absolutely without reverence. 
His character was full of contradictions. 
Alcibiados was the most beautiful 
youth in Athens. He had wealth, an- 
cient family and powerful friends. He 
fairly bewitched tlie people. His doings 
were tha town talk, and once he cut off 
the tail of his beautiful dog, for which 
he had paid over $1,000, saying that if 
the people did not have the/mutilation 
of bis dog to talk about they might be 
saying worse tilings about him. 


He lived lavishly and wantonly, and 


after ho had wasted most of his proper- 
ty he married a rich wife, Hipparete, 
daughter of Hipponieus, who in time 
became jnstly indignant at his way of 
life and left him. She sought a divorce, 
but in order to obtain this ehe had to 
apply in person to the chief magistrate. 
As she was on her way to the office her 
husband seized her and carried her by 
force to his home, where she remained 
With him until her death. 


Alcibiades oamo to a violent death. 


He was on his way to Babylon to the 
court of the great king when enemies 
set fire to his dwelling by night, and he 
was killed as he leaped through the 
flames. No country ever suffered or 
gained more from the changing for- 
tunes of a single person than Athens 
from the fortunes of Alcibiades.—St. 
Louis Republic.

1 intimidation and fear could produce. Tha 


; people of that island have endured such 


wrongs of taxation and '-yranny as no 
people of America have endured at any 


1 period. 
The government of George III 


1 in the American colonies was liberty and 


security in comparison with Spanish rule 
in Cuba. The story of government i" 
Cuba is one of rapine and license. It i9 
written in blood and cruelty. The island 
has been a reserve where Spanish officials 
and court favorites have been free to 
plunder, the home government requiring 
its stipend of the booty. As the govern- 
ors of Roman provinces twenty centime9 
ago collected a required tax for the im- 
perial government and were free to ex- 
tort as much more as they could, so in 
this nineteenth century have the minions 
of Spain in Cuba wrung money out cf the 
down-trodden people of that island. 


But cruel Spain has never been able to 


crush out entirely the spirit of liberty in 
her Cuban subjects. There have been 
noble souls there always who have kept 
the fires of freedom burning or smoulder- 
ing. 
Time and again this 
spirit has 


flamed out in revolt. But Spain has always 
had the power to cruelly bear down tbe 
weak, and that despicable spirit of the ty- 
rant to treat most inhumanly the fewbrave 
who dared to rebel against their wrongs. 
These revolts have grown stronger, how- 
ever, despite Spain's most barbarous treat- 
ment of righteous rebellion.

years now the Cuban people have been in 
revolt and the island has been the scene 
of as cruel a war as ever blackened his- 
tory's pages. Cruelty as in years before 
has been Spain's policy. 
Murder and 


starvation have been her agents against 
as brave a people as ever struggled for 
liberty. In the first stages of revolt, no 
premise of reform was even contemplated. 
Absolute •abjection was Spain's one ob- 
ject, even if extermination of the Cuban 
patriots was necessary. 


Bat the policy ot blood and fire has 


been answered in kind. This revolt has 
bad the strength born of all Spain's years 
of cruelty, and has so far beaten Spain in 
her own cruel tactics. 
Late comes a 


promise of reform and home government 
for tbe'island. What does this "conces- 
sion" wrung from Spain mean? Taxation 
to be levied by Spain and the Cuban 
"home government" the right to find 
•ean» to pay such taxation. It Is a fraud 
and a deceit. 


Yet, behold the spectacle presented by 


this government of ours—waiting while 
Cuba is burning and bleeding, to give 
Spain a "fair chance" to force this fraud 
and deceit upon this brave people. With 
Cuba's cries echoing on our free shores, 
her heroic struggle lor liberty finding 
sympathy in every tree heart in America, 
with oar commercial interests sacrificed, 
the government at Washington waits to 
give Spain(that governmental relic of crue1 


past ages) a "fair chance" to put her iron 
yoke again upon Cuba's neck and place 
her iron heel upon Cuba's prostrate form 
once-aore. For shame! While tie pres- 
ident of the United States continues this 
policy, let us not boast ourselves the 
friends of freedom. Let us acknowledge 
ourselves the friends of tyranny and the 
accomplices of the most inhuman crime 
of the nineteenth century. Let ua ac- 
knowledge that we are playing the par t 
ot cravens here in freedom's home and are 
unworthy of the men who fought for 
freedom at Banker Hill and signed the 
Declaration of Independance at Philadel- 
phia. 


It is freedom's cause that is at stake in 


Cuba and while the president of the 
United States hesitates and waits for ty- 
ranny's triumph, the people ot this coun- 
try do not approve his course. Mr. Mc- 
Kialer is a doll man if he believes they 


do. The whole nation would rise to ap- 
prove his word declaring that Cuba shall 
be free, and a whole nation is ready to 
take the consequences of such a declara- 
tion as will drive tbe last taint of Spanish 
tyranny and cruelty from the shores of 
the new world. Such a policy would be 
better tnan a state paper asking bread for 
Spain's victims. A people who are will- 
ing to die for freedom may be trusted with 
freedom, although they may be dark of 
skin and ignorant because of cruelty. 
Liberty was never a mistake in America 
yet, and never will be. It is time for 
President McKinley to speak the word 
that shall make Cuba free. Such act! n 
will be a glory to this nation in all the 
years to come. Eacb day of delay is a 
day of disgrace and tolerance of the most 
awinl cruelty. Let the word be spoken. 
The people are ready and waiting.

Annexation Sentiment Is Grow- 


ing In Congress. 


SENATOR 
MORGAN'S 
ARGUMENT. 


Be Claims That the Changed Condition of 


Affairs In A»i» Mttkos Annexation Im- 
perative—Possibility of a European Al- 
liance Against the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 81.—[Special.]—Tha 


friends oC Hawaiian annexation are now 
euro thoy will succeed in carrying through 
congress a plan to bring Hawaii under the 
control o£ the United States. It is true 
that the turn of events in the last two 
weeks has served to help tho cause of an- 
nexation. 
Chief among these events is 


tho aggressive policy of tho powers in 
China. Senator Morgan, who as former 
chairman of the foreign relations commit- 
tee ol tho snnate, as well as on account of 
his distinguished ability, is looked upon 
as the Democratic leader of the senate on 
questions affecting our foreign relations, 
has declared most positively that if the 
European nations are going to put; their 
hooks in on tho coast of China tho annex- 
ation o£ Hawaii by this country is impera- 
tively necessary. 


Mr. Morgan points out, what appears to 


many other observers to be true, that the 
struggle among the European nations in 
the orient is quite as much for commercial 
advantage as for military or strategic pur- 
poses. All the nations of Europe seek out- 
letsfor their products, for the articles fash- 
ioned by their millions of laboring men 
and their great manufacturing centers. 
Thoy must havo an overflow market, a 
field in which their superfluous young men 
and women and thoir idle capital may find 
opportunity for employment or they will 
be confronted with tho gravest social prob- 
lems at homo. All those European nations 
are in the business of conquest, acquisition 
ant] colonization as a means of self preserva- 
tion. 
They hunger for the trade, for the 


opportunities which will be brought to 
their citizens in the development of a great 
nation like China. 


Combination Against America. 


Senator Morgan agrees with the admin- 


istration that with the acquisition of ter- 
ritory ill the far cast wo have nothing to 
do, but he declares most positively wo 
must protect ourselves against this Euro- 
pean aggression on tho west coasts S! 
the Pacific by taking in Hawaii. 
Even 


the opponents of Hawaiian annexation 
arc inclined to admit that the changed 
condition of affairs in Asia has sorvcd to 
heighten tho probability that we shall 
take in tho Hawaiian group. Mr. Morgan 
believes the European nations aro acting 
in concert. Their aim is to erect a wall 
against American competition. They want 
to shut this country out of 'tho eastern 
market. 


He believes, furthermore, that after they 


have settled the fate of China among 
themselves, if. Hawaii still remains out in 
tho cold, thoy will agree to give that group 
of islunds to one of themselves or perhaps 
to Japan, in order that it may be kept out 
of tho clutches of tbe United States. If 
this should prove to be true, and such a 
move were ever made, it might prove a 
most serious matter for tho United States, 
for it has long bison our policy not to per- 
mit any foreign nation to acquire sov- 
ereignty over Hawaii. Should the powers 
decree such sovereignty the United States 
might be forced to flghfc and against a 
most formidable allied enemy. 


The claim is made that if ths conti- 


nental powers are actually trying to form 
an alliance against tho United States, and 
that one product of this alliance is a build- 
ing of a new Chinese wall against Ameri- 
ca to shut out trade with Asia, we need 
Hawaii more than ever. If war should 
ever come oil tho Pacific—and who can 
say that it never will?—the possession of 
Hawaii, in the opinion of such naval ex- 
perts as Captain Mahan and Admiral 
Walker, would be worth a dozen battle- 
ships to this country. It would afford a 
place for coaling and outfitting 3,000 miles 
nearer our shores than the enemy could 
enjoy. 


Distinctive American Policy. 


Senator Morgan's argument, which is 


attracting a great deal of attention here, 
is that while we have nothing to do with 
the land hunger of the European nations 
iu Asia or Africa, we should ^jave a dis- 
tinct American policy of our olCu. In tho 
race for trade and market we should seek 
to develop our own continent and its out- 
lying islands. 
This hemisphere is tho 


proper sphere of our operations. The sen- 
ator points out, in this connection, that 
conquest or forcible acquisition of any sort 
never was and is not a part of our policy. 
Wo acquire only through natural moans, 
and usually by the consent of the people 
of the territory to bo taken in. 
On this 


ground Senator Morgan claims we have a 
perfect right to acquire Hawaii, because 
we have settled that country, nourished it, 
taken it under our wing, given it its foim 
of government, its public spirit and most 
of ics capital and material development. 


Tho opponents of annexation have nofc 


yet given up tho light, though they atfmit 
the chances are against them, now that 
the Pacific ocean has been brought so 
prominently to tho front as a theater of tho 
play of nations in the present and future. 
Tho enemies of annexation will koop up a 
vigorous opposition, first in the senate, 
where the question is expected to come 
up very soon, and afterward in the house, 
should the matter be carried to that body. 
Thoy rather expect to be beaten, but this 
probability does not tako away the ardor 
of their opposition or detract from tho 
strength of tho many arguments which 
they bring to bear. 


The Cuban Situation. 


Foreign questions continue to attract a 


vast deal of attention at this capital. Cuba 
Is again in tho air. 
It is queer about this 


Cuban agitation. It flares up and then 
seems to disappear, only to come back 
again more lurid and picturesque than 
over before. The latest turn of the Cuban 
question is the lohof asked by the presi- 
dent for tho suffering people of tho island, 
and the general belief on tho part of well 
informed men both in tho administration 
ami tho diplomatic world that the terrible 
destitution now prevailing among tbo non- 
combatants ami the action of tho presi- 
dent foreshadow active intervention by 
ihis country in the near future. 
Indeed 


hpeculation here is nob as' to whether or 
not tho president will intervene, but as to 
tho date of his action. He 1 as already 
served notice on Spain that our interven- 
tion may be expected sooner or later unless 
tho condition of aifairs is vastly improved, 
Some observers think intervention will 
come next spring, \yhile others believe rs 
will bo deferred for about a year. But it 
appears to be iuevitablo sooner or Inter.

WHAT THE GREATER NEW YORK IS 


TALKING ABOUT. 


Population of the New Municipality Great- 


er hy SOO.OOO Than That of Switzerland. 
Many a Complete Nation Much Smaller. 
Thirty-fivefold Greater Than Hawaii. 


NEW YOBK, Dec. 81.—[Special.]—Few 


even among; those who have given much 
thought to the consolidated municipality 
at tho mouth of the Hudson bare any ade- 
quate notion of its vast population. 


The boundaries ol the Greater Now York 


are today estimated to inclose the resi- 
dences of more than 3,100,000 people, and 
that is many thousands in excess of the 
present population of more than one Euro- 
pean country. 


Switzerland, for instance, contains 200,- 


000 less people than this imperial city, the 


• figures being only 2,083,384, according to 


the latest census, while Denmark, whoso 
king and ciuocn are connected by blood 
with nearly every European royal family, 
Is almost a full million short, Its population 
being only 3,172,205. Ever Belgium, in- 
cluding all its magnificent cities and 
towns, is only about twice as large ns New 
York, and Holland has less than once and 
a half the population of this city. Bul- 
garia, moro than once spoken of within 
tho last few years as likely to cause the 
long looked for European war, has almost 
exactly thu population of this splendid 
city. 
Norway is 1,100,000 below us, and 


Sorvia is more than 1,000,000 short. 


American Flgnreft. 


Still moro striking are the comparisons 


whon tho South American republics are 
considered. Only Brazil, Argentina, Co- 
lombia and Chilo can hoast more inhabit- 
ants than Xow York, and of these Brazil 
alono is greatly in excess. Even this giant 
among our republican neighbors is less 
than six times as populous as New York, 
for tho lab st figures arc only 18,000,000. 
None of the others double Now York, and 
several are -o much smaller that compari- 
sons arc almost comic. It would take 
more than six Paraguays, for instance, to 
make n city as big as this, and more than 
four Urugnays. 


The Central American republics are less 


Impressive than those on the other side of 
the isthmus of Panama when compared 
with New York. Even all Mexico, with 
its 12,000,000 souls, has less than four 
times as many inhabitants ns New York 
«iid no other Central American country 
has half as many as tho new city, Guate- 
mala having only a few more than 1,500,- 
000 inhabitants, and tho others dwindling 
down to mere fractions, Costa llica, for 
Instance, numbering only 365,000, or less 
than one-twelfth as many. 


At its best, before tho ruthless Spaniard 


had partly depopulated Cuba, the "Pearl 
of tho Antilles" boasted less than half as 
large a population as New York, the fig- 
ures being only a shade above 1,500,000. 
Tho Transvaal, that curious Dutch repub- 
lic in the heart of Africa over which Oom 
Paul rules, is only a little more than a 
quarter as largo. Canada has onty 4,833,- 
£of) inhabitants, or a shade more than once 
ami a half as iminy as Now York. 
Scot- 


land exceeds Now York by less than 1,000,- 
000, tho figures being 4,033,103, and Ire- 
land docs only n little better, tho total be- 
ing 4,070,443, while Vt'ales contains less 
than half a^ many people as New York. 


All Australia indeed is less populous 


than thcso consolidated cities, according 
to tho latest figures: New South Wales, 
1,132,234; Victoria, 1,140,405; South Aus- 
tralia, 320,431; Queensland, 303,718; West 
Australia, 41).782; total, 3,036,510. 


Only FCOJT of tlio United States Bigger. 
Only four ol' tho states of our Union are 


moro populous than tho new city of New 
York, and of thoso one owes nearly half of 
Its population 'to tho city itself. These are 
tho la.est estimates: New York, 6,827,200; 
Pennsylvania. 5,7S."),US4; Illinois, 4,913,- 
510; 
Missouri, 8,3H(i,000. Texas, the state 


of largest area in tho Union, has a popu- 
lation of 3,100.000, orexactly tho estimated 
population of the Greater New York. 


California, nest in size to Texas, has 


less than half as many inhabitants as this 
city,, tho figures being 1,400,000, but Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Iowa, Kentucky, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Now .Tcr- 
pej, North Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia 
ar:d \Yisccmsin are each moro than half aa 
populous. Utah, North Dakota and Mon- 
tana have each not more than about one- 
twelfth as many pcoplo, while Idaho, with 
loO.OOO, is k"o than one-twentieth, and 
Nevadn, with 17,000, has less than one-six- 
tieth.

GUNNERY PRACTICE. 


An Occasion When Quickness of Action 


Prevented a Fearful Disaster. 


An officer of the United States navy 


relates the following as illustrating some 
of the perils of gunnery at sea: 


"I cameS-ery near going op into the 


air iu small bits on this last squadron 
cruise. We were at heavy gun practice 
fit sea and but for the quickness of a 
gunner's mate would never have re-- 
turned. 
As you probably know, the 


heavy guns in the turrets are fired by 
electricity, the gun being discharged 
simply by pressing a button. The officer 
in command of the forward turret on 
onr ship during rapid firing practice was 
just about to press the button to fire one 
of our big guns/when a gunner's mate 
was seen to grab at something on the 
wall of the turret and then fall in a 
heap on the floor. The officer pressed 
the button, but the gun was not dis- 
charged. When the mate oame to, he 
was asked what had happened, and he 
informed tha officer that the breech of 
the gun had not been looked and that 
what he grabbed at on the wall was the 
wires forming the electric tiring circuit 


'' When he saw that the officer was pre- 


paring to fire the gun and at the same 
time observed that the breeoh of tho 
gun was not locked, the only tiling that 
occurred to him to prevent the gun be- 
ing discharged was to destroy the cir- 
cuit, which he did promptly and effect- 
ively. 
When all this qconrred, there 


was n charge of 250 pounds of powder 
in the gun, another charge of the same 
size in the turret ready to be served, and 
the passageway leading to the powder 
magaKiue was wide open. But for the 
quickness of the gunner's mate the gun 
would havo been blown out inside the 
turret, the gases from the burning pow- 
der would probably have ignited the 
charge lying in the turret, this explo- 
sion would have ignited the powder in 
the magazine, and tJbo chances are that 
the whole ship, crew and all, would 
have gone up in tho air. A thought that 
has occurred to me is this: Suppose the 
accident had occurred, what do you 
imagine tho verdict of a board of in- 
quiry as to the cause of the loss of the 
ihip would have been? Since Ms experi- 
ence the department has adopted elec- 
trical means to prevent the discharge of 
any of the large gnus until the breech 
is locked."—San Francisco Chronicle.

SELLING BY SIGNAL. 


HOW CATTLE ARE DEALT IN AT THB 


CHICAGO STOCKYARDS. 


Sitting In Their Saddles, With the Lot 


Between Them, Heller and Buyer Oon- 
elnde a Traniactlon by Eiilsine Their 
Wbips Over Their Heads. 


The Chicago stockyards are unique 


among the great marts of the world. In 
no other place, eay those who are most 
familiar with its daily routine, is so 
large an aggregate of business transact- 
ed in the language of gestures and with- 
out the "scratch of a pen" as in the 
noisy pens of the stockyards. 
A whip 


is hold hi^h iu air, across a sen of clat- 
tering horns tha-4ignal is answered by 
the inomeutorj'tiplifting of a hand, and 
a "bunoh" of cattle worth thousands of 
dollars is sold. 


There is something splendidly pic- 


turesque and even spectacular in these 
wordless transactions. They ignore tho 
artificialities of the complex system up- 
on which modern business relationships 
are 
almost 
universally 
maintained. 


Trade in the cattle pens gets boldly 
back to primitive simplicity. It is clono 
on honor, not on paper. And Ihe'uiidia- 
pnted transfer of millions of dollars' 
worth of tho property here dealt iu 
proves that a bargain scaled with the 
wave of the whip and an as&eutiug ges- 
ture of the hand is quite as safe aud sa- 
cred as if tho wholo transaction v?ara 
recorded "in black and white." 


Tho trader in tho wheat pit is armed 


with his tally card, upon which ho 
panees to note tho names of thoso with 
whom he deals and the amount, nature 
and price of the commodities bought 
and sold. Tho broker upon tho floor of 
the Stock Exchange places equal reli- 
ance upon the quickly penciled memo- 
randa made at the moment when tho 
details of each transaction were upon, 
the lips of those concerned in its fulfill- 
ment ; hut the huyer and seller of the 
yards carry whips, not pencils, and 
their deals are recorded in memory in- 
stead of written upon trading cards. As 
well try to picture the old knights mak- 
ing laborious written memoranda of 
thair challenges as to think of the rough 
and ready traders of tho cattle yards 
pausing iu their saddles to jot down 
upon paper their purchases and sales. 
Such a procedure would bid defiance to 
the very nature of things and do vio- 
lence to the magnificent unconventiou- 
ality of every environment. 


"Is there never any trouble in this 


kind of dealing?" a leading commission 
man was asked. 


"If yon mean do the men go back on 


their bargains made by whip aud hand, 
I can answer, never," was the trader's 
answer as he brought his trim black 
horse to a halt in the cattle alloy and 
leaned forward in his saddle. "There 
isn't another place in America, or the 
whola world, for that matter, where so 
much business is done on the basis of 
personal integrity, without a written 
word to show for the transactions, as 
right here," he continued, "and the 
method beats all the bonds on earth. 
The day's bnsiness in these pens will 
run about $1,500,000. And how is it 
done? Littls talk, a considerable wav- 
ing of whips and hands and no exchange 
of written documents between buyers 
and sellers. 


"Here is a bunch of cattle that will 


figure up about §10,000. Over there iu 
the other alley is a buyer who this 
morning offered me a price of $5.10 for 
them. I thought that I could do better, 
but the market has been a little off, and 
I hava decided to let tha bunch go at 
his offer. Up to the present moment 
we have exchanged about a dozen worrtti 
on this subject. Ifaw, if he is willing to 
pay the price which he named iu the 
morning I'll show yon how a $10,000 
bunch of fat steers is sold without 
word of mouth or a scratch of writing 
at the time tho bargain is really made." 


The commission man then straighten- 


ed up in the saddlo and waited for the 
distant buyer to look in his direction. 
A moment later this representative of 
a big packing house wheeled his horse 
about and faced in tho direction of the 
seller. Instantly the commission man 
lifted high his rawhide riding whip 
and held it aloft. His attitude was as 
striking as that of a cavalry colonel up- 
lifting his saber to concentrate the at- 
tention of his regiment before making 
a desperata charge. The pose, however, 
was full of natural grace and freedom 
and showed that the man was more at 
ease in the saddle than he could have 
been out of it. 


Only a moment elapsed before the 


alert eye of the buyer caught sight of 
tha upraised whip. The next instant ho 
raised his hand a little above his head, 
held it motionless a moment and then 
dropped it with a forward movement. 
Quickly the seller repeated the motion 
of assent with his whip, and then, turn- 
ing to his caller, said: 


"That's all there is to it. To a stran- 


ger this bind of a performance looks 
like a long range sign talk between deaf 
mutes, but wo understand each other 
perfectly. We both know how many 
cattle there ara iu the bunch and the 
price nt which they have been sold. 
Had we been within speaking distance 
of each other tho transaction would 
probably have been a verbal one, just 
for the sake of sociability, but nod b^- 
cause it would have mae the bargain 
better understood or any more binding.'' 
—Chicago Post. ' 


A Coin In tho Bottle. 


There have been patented all kinda oJ 


schemes devised for the purpose of se- 
curing a bottle that cannot bo refilled 
after having once been emptied of its 
contents. A great deal of fraud is said 
to be perpetrated by filling tho bottles 
of some standard liquor with an inferior 
grade and palming it off as tho original 
bottling.

The Gothic Is Out of Date. 


There is a strong feeling in the ranks of 


the younger and more progressive Amerl 
can architects that the one retarding in- 
fluence in our church architecture is the 
persistent effort to retain the Gothic style 
as the only churohly form. 
To these men 


a slavish copying of old forms is a move 
ment at variance with all progress. If the 
principles of construction of mediaeval 
churches is to be retained as being adapted 
in many instances to church buildings 
and as having for it tho force of tradition, 
association of ideas and sentiment, why 
slavishly reproduce the grotesques and the 
mystic symbolisms which meant a great 
deal to both workmen and worshiper in 
the middle ages, but are not now signifi- 
cant to either and, lacking any vitalizing 
inspiration, cannot be successfully exe- 
cuted. 
The conditions that made Gothic 


architecture beautiful and a sincere ex- 
pression of the men who developed it have 
changed and cannot be brought to life 
•gain.—William B. Bigeknvin Seribner's.

The attempt to save the life of John 


O'^eil is by no means ended with, the 
statement of the governor yesterday that 
he could take no action. 
That decision 


was expressly stated to be based on the 
evidence submitted as it stood after the 
hearing given to Attorney L. J. Lawler 
yesterday ,in which the case was gone over. 
The evidence of Dr. L. D. Woodbridjre 
of Williamstowti was not introduced, and 
Mr. Lawler thinks that the governor's at- 
titude is such that he will be willing to 
hear the doctor. Mr. Lawler therefore 
sent to Governor WolcotS this noon a re- 
quest that he receive Dr. Woodbridge and 
hear his medical evidence,which has been 
outlined already in THE TRANSCRIPT. 


Dr. Wood bridge said this afternoon 


that he would go on to Boston as soon as 
he received an answer granting a hearing 
before the governor. The fact that Mr. 
Lawler, who is O'Neil's present attorney 
has given his influence to Dr. Wood- 
bridge's request which was sent yesterday 
gives added weight to the case as it now 
stands, and it seems probable that the 
governor will grant a hearing. 


The petition for clemency in the case 


which will be sent to the governor from 
Greenfield will not be signed on the 
ground of sympathy, as there is no pity 
ior O'Neil if he is guilty. It will be 
based 
on 
the 
belief 
that 
the 


evidence did not warrant the conviction. 
It will also include the statement of some 
new evidence, differing entirely from Dr. 
Woodbfidge's, which is purely on the 
side of medical science. O'Neil'a intoxi- 
cation is one of the points which will be 
mentioned. 
A pet it it ion is being ac- 


tively circulated in Holyoke, 
asking 


for a commutation of sentence. From 
present appearances and the attitude of 
the governor, however, it seems probable 
that the evidence of Dr. Woodbridge, if 
he is allowed to giv% it, is the only thing 
which will have weight, and that the 
petitions will be useless of themselves.

EIr. Wlngleby ^Explains to Georgie About 


tho Seasons. 


"You see, Georgia," said Mr. Win- 


gleby, whose youthful son had asked 
him how we came to have different 
kinds of weather, "the weather is put 
up in tin cans, a day's weather to a 
can, and usually they put up about a 
year's supply ahead, enough to last 
through a spring, summer, autumn and 
winter. In filling the cans they sort it 
all out as well aa possible. Sometimes 
when they get a can full there maybe a 
little left over, and whatever remains 
in this way they throw into one lot. 
When they've got pretty nearly all the 
cans full and tho regular stock of weath 
er has run out, they fill up from that 
lot of odds aad ends. The cans BO filled 
contain what is called variable weather, 
because it's mixed, but most of the 
weather they get pretty-well sorted out 
according to the season. 


"When they've got all the cans filled, 


they stack 'em up where they'll be 
handy to get at, and there's a man that 
does nothing but open them. Everyday 
he cuts a can arid pours out the weather 
for that day, and of course a great deal 
depends upon him. Sometimes this man 
gets careless and pulls down a lot of the 
wrong cans, getting them, say, from the 
July shelf in tho month of April and 
likely as not getting down a week's 
supply at once, so as to have them handy 
on the opening table. Of course he dis- 
covers his mistake the first can he opens, 
but he is too Ia2.y to put the rest back, 
and so he keeps on then until he has 
opened them all, and that's how it 
comes about, as it sometimes does, that 
we got a hot spoil at a season when we 
ought to have nothing but cool weather, 


"But of course those April cans are 


not lost. They must be around some- 
where, and we get 'em later. Maybe 
the man will sprinkle them along with 
the hope that we won't notice them 
much, but as likely as not he opens 
them one after another together, maybe 
after some terribly hot spell in July or 
August, when they are sure to be a 
blessed relief, and if he does this we are 
pretty apt to forgive him his mistake in 
April."—Louisville Courier-Journal.

Aft- 
er all, the fish may die; of tener, under 
treatment, it recovers, and then it gobs 
back to its place in the display tanks.—
